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Road projects delayed; 
might be re-bid 


ee County Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Director Eugene Barrett told the Lee 
County Fiscal Court Monday that work 
on three roads damaged by last spring’s 
floods has not been completed, and that 
they might have to be re-bid. 

Barrett said that Paw Paw Road, Coal 

Branch Road and Riveview 
Road are not done, and that 
he told the contractor (A.W.I.) 
that he has until this Thursday. 

If the work is not done by then, 

Barrett said he told him that 

the projects would have to be re-bid. 

He said that the contractor did not have 
the steel for the projects for quite a time, 
but that the steel is now here. He said the 
contractor is having difficulty getting the 
steel driven. 

Also during Monday afternoon’s regular 
monthly meeting, the court heard from 
PEP Director Brenda Campbell who 
thanked them for helping with funding 
the agency. 

She also asked about getting cardboard 
recycled in the county; about wiring for 
the lights on the Happy Top walking trail; 
and, that a mural is to be painted on the 
veterans’ wall. 

Coy Richards from the American Red 
Cross thanked the court and Barrett for 
all they do. He said that he deals with 


13 counties, and that Barrett has a real 
concern for people. 

The court approved the 2011 annual fee 
settlement for Sheriff Wendell Childers. 

Childers was given approval to partici¬ 
pate in the Kentucky Law Enforcement 
Foundation Program Fund Training 

Incentive Program. 

Certain line items for equip¬ 
ment for the sheriff were ap¬ 
propriated due to excess fees 
for 2011. 

Judge/Executive Steve Mays 

was given authority to pay con¬ 
tractors when their invoices are submit¬ 
ted for solid waste dump work. 

He was also given authorization to ex¬ 
ecute all documents for the lease of two 
2013 MAC trucks through the Peoples 
Exchange Bank. He was given authority 
to pay off the loan at the bank for two 
2012 trucks, and to auction them. 

The court gave him authority to sign 
off on solid waste credit adjustments. 

The hourly wage of $9.28 for Larry 
Barrett and Matthew Shannon McIntosh 
was approved. 

As of January 31, the county showed 
bank balances of: General Fund - 
$676,465; Jail Fund - $69,976; Solid 
Waste Fund - $254,306; Ambulance 
Fund - $26,341; Road Fund - $679,701; 
and LGEA Fund - $146,044. 




Reservoir finally closed 


e reservoir on Grand Avenue is 
no more, according to Beattyville Mayor 
John Smith. 

Smith shared the information with 
the members of the city council Mon¬ 
day night during the council’s regular 
monthly meeting. 

Completion of the downtown waterline 
project permitted the closing of the res¬ 
ervoir. Water customers who received 
from the old reservoir have complained in 
recent years of the quality of the water. 

Also during Monday night’s meeting, 
Smith commended the Beattyville Police 
Department for their participation in the 
two recent drug busts. 

Smith said the city is looking into possi¬ 
bly getting a grant from the development 


district for a new roof on the firehouse. 
He is also looking at insurance possibly 
paying for it. 

Public Works Director Doug Mays 
asked the city to buy steel-toed shoes for 
the 12 workers who need them. He said 
it is a federal requirement. The council 
agreed to buy one pair of boots per year 
per employee. 

The city entered an agreement with the 
Brushy Creek Institute. 

Council Member Richard Adams asked 
that something be done about vandalism 
at Happy Top. He suggested possibly 
hiring someone to live there in a trailer. 
Mayor Smith said they could look into 
having security cameras placed there, and 
have them linked to dispatch.

Business man, veteran, 
geologist Doug Black dies 

- Father explored Antarctica -

ee County businessman 
Doug Black died Sunday 
evening at his Black’s Ridge 
Home. He and his wife Linda 
started and have operated the 
Lago Linda Resort. 

Black was born Douglas 
Francis Blackburn Black on 
February 3, 1930 in Berkley, 

California. His parents were 
Richard Blackburn Black 
and Ruth Carolyn Schlaberg 
Black. The Blackburn part 
of the name came from ances¬ 
tors who were friends with 
George Washington. Some 
Blackburns married some of 
Washington’s relatives. 

Richard Blackburn Black 
was an engineer who joined 
Admiral Byrd in 1933 for an 
expedition to Antarctica. In 
all, he took part if five such 
expeditions. 

During the first expedition, 
his wife died. Young Black 
went to North Dakota to live 
with an uncle. 

His father came back when 
Doug was six, and the pair 
moved to Hawaii. 

Doug graduated from Pu- 
nahou Academy in Honolulu, 

then went to Whittier College in Califor¬ 
nia for one year. 

He joined the U. S. Army, and com¬ 
pleted Officer Candidate School. Com¬ 
missioned a second lieutenant he was 
sent to Korea, where he was promoted to 
first lieutenant. He served as a platoon 
leader in the 31 st Infantry Regiment of 
the Seventh Infantry Division. 

While on night patrol, he suffered gun¬ 
shot wounds to both legs. 

He was awarded the Purple Heart Med¬ 
al, the Korean Engagement Medal with 
two service stars, the National Defense 
Medal, the UN Medal, the Combat Infan¬ 
try Badge and the Parachutist Badge. 

After leaving the service, Black returned 
to Whittier College and completed his 
bachelor’s degree. He also did graduate 
work at UCLA, and received his master’s 
degree from the South Dakota School of 
Mines. 


He worked for Shell Oil Explora¬ 
tion during a couple of summers in the 
1950s. 

He was hired by the U. S. Geological 
Survey after college, and that brought 
him to Kentucky. He and the team he 
was with performed geological mapping 
in Kentucky from 1962 to 1977. It was 
in 1969 that he bought the land in Lee 
County that would eventually become 
Lago Linda. 

He was transferred to the USGS head¬ 
quarters in Reston, VA after completing 
his Kentucky work. He retired in 1987. 

Linda and Doug met in 1990 during 
a sailing club meeting. They became 
friends, and eventually married in 1992. 

They moved to Kentucky and started 
building their business. Climbers from 
around the world now stay at Lago Linda 
during their rock climbing visits.

Knocking Monkeys

Greetings from Frankfort! 
Anyone visiting the capitol 
this week would have enjoyed 
watching democracy in action, 
both on an individual level as 
well as a grander level. We 
passed legislation that made 
road travel safer for the Amish 
as well as the “English,” we 
moved forward in education, 
and we found consensus on 
congressional redistricting 
even as legislative redistricting 
moved to the courts. It was a 
full week. 

First, let’s look at how a 
small group of dedicated peo¬ 
ple can work to pass legislation 
meaningful to them. Senate 
Bill 75 passed unanimously 
from the chamber. Members 
of the Amish community in 
Kentucky felt that a current 
requirement for a bright-or¬ 
ange triangle mounted on the 
back of their horse-drawn bug¬ 
gies was a violation of their 
religious convictions against 
flashy displays. So they wrote 
to their lawmakers and worked 
together with them toward a 
safe solution that wouldn’t go 
against their religious beliefs. 

The resulting legislation 
allows for white or gray reflec¬ 
tive tape to be used as an alter¬ 
native. The provision requires 
at least 100 inches of it outlin¬ 
ing the back of the buggy, as 
well as several feet of tape on 
both sides and the front. Sup¬ 
porters feel it is even safer than 
the orange emblem, a strong 
example of citizen-motivated 
legislation identifying even 
better solutions to the issues 
facing us. 

We also passed several 
education initiatives. Senate 
Bill 38, “Career Pathways,” 
focusing on keeping high 
school students interested in 
school, passed unanimously. 
The bill creates a career and 
technical education curricu¬ 
lum in the public school sys¬ 
tem. Supporters hope the new 
curriculum will prevent at-risk 
students from dropping out 
before graduation by preparing 
them for careers in local busi¬ 
ness and industry that do not 
require a college degree. This 
is also a business-friendly bill 
because industries need skilled 
labor. A companion to this leg¬ 
islation is Senate Bill 109. SB 
109 would give local school 
districts the authority to adopt 
a policy requiring students to 
stay in school until age 18, or 
actual graduation whichever 
comes first. It would be a lo¬ 
cal decision, up to the school 
district. Districts implement¬ 
ing such a policy would be 
required to offer an approved 
alternative education program 
that would help meet the needs 
of students most likely to drop 
out. In this way, educators 
are better prepared and at-risk 
students do not distract from 
the traditional educational pro¬ 
cess. If agreed by the House, it 
would take effect in the 2014- 


2015 school year. 

Senate Bill 47 allows for 
a type of “livestock-sharing.” 
Many people want to get 
closer to their food source for 
both environmental and health 
reasons. Many feel this is a pa¬ 
rental and individual right. SB 
47 affirms Kentuckians’ right 
to enter into shared ownership 
arrangements for livestock. 
Individuals entering into such 
contracts could use and con¬ 
sume products from their 
animal shares, such as meat, 
raw milk, and wool. 

Last, but certainly not least, 
Senate Bill 102, an informed 
consent bill, passed from the 
Senate. We have passed simi¬ 
lar legislation from the Senate 
for several years. The original 
bill passed in 1998 required 
communication 24 hours prior 
between the doctor and the 
woman thinking about an 
abortion to discuss the pro¬ 
cedure. Unfortunately, this 
has been interpreted by some 
as a pre-recorded message. A 
woman deserves full informa¬ 
tion provided in a face-to-face 
meeting with a medical profes¬ 
sional when contemplating a 
surgery, especially one with 
such serious ramifications. 

Finally, many of you have 
heard the news that a Franklin 
County judge ruled House 
Bill 1, the bill that laid out 
new state legislative district 
boundaries, unconstitutional. 
The Legislative Research 
Commission (LRC) will ap¬ 
peal his ruling directly to the 
Kentucky Supreme Court. The 
Supreme Court will be asked 
to dissolve the injunction of 
the Franklin Circuit Court 
and to order that legislative 
districts created by House Bill 
1, agreed by both the Senate 
and the House and signed by 
the Governor, be used for the 
2012 elections. While other 
issues might be put on hold, 
the most fundamental element 
of our democracy is knowing 
and defining who represents 
us. The concept of “one per¬ 
son, one vote” is one we hold 
dear. Because of population 
shifts, the old district lines 
do not afford citizens equal 
representation - some districts 
represent too many people and 
some too few. It is my hope 
that the Supreme Court will 
provide clarification quickly. 
In the meantime, I am and will 
continue to be at your service. 
As for the congressional lines, 
the bill finalizing those was 
passed.

Budget subcommittees 
spent most mornings this week 
camped out in Capitol Annex 
committee rooms, as House 
members heard testimony on 
state-agency budget requests 
for the next two years. 

The $ 19-billion biennial 
General Fund budget that law¬ 
makers are now researching in 
the subcommittees is expected 
to impose cuts to most agen¬ 
cies, but lawmakers don’t 
want to make cuts to services 
that do the most good for the 
most people. It will be up to 
lawmakers on the full House 
Appropriations and Revenue 
Committee to decide what 
cuts will be made, and in what 
areas. We’ll know more in the 
coming weeks. 

Problems and lawsuits 
involving private, for-profit 
colleges and universities have 
been reported in the news 
often in recent years, as have 
concerns with how the indus¬ 
try is regulated. To answer 
some of those concerns, the 
House this week passed HB 
308 to create a new commis¬ 
sion to regulate the industry in 
Kentucky. 

The commission is designed 
to improve oversight of for- 
profit schools while address¬ 
ing some of the controversy 
that has recently surrounded 
the industry. 

In other action, the House 
addressed unclaimed life in¬ 
surance benefits—which re¬ 
portedly total over $1 billion 
in reserves nationally—by 
approving a bill that would 
require life insurers to seek out 
beneficiaries to the policies 
they issue. 

HB 135, which passed the 
House by a 96-0 vote, is based 
on national model legislation 
that requires insurers to com¬ 
pare Social Security death re¬ 
cords against an insurer’s “in- 
force”, or paid and protected, 


policies on a regular basis to 
determine if benefits need to 
be paid. If so, insurers would 
take the necessary steps to find 
the designated beneficiary or 
beneficiaries to the policy and 
pay any benefits due. Benefits 
still left unclaimed would 
revert to the State Treasury as 
unclaimed property. HB 135 
now goes to the Senate for 
consideration. 

Finally, lawmakers turned 
our attention to dental care for 
children early Thursday when 
legislation to improve Medic¬ 
aid child dental care through 
improved case management 
cleared the House Health 
and Welfare Committee. HB 
228 will work on boosting 
child dental care through lo¬ 
cal health departments via a 
pilot project. That bill also 
now goes to the full House 
for a vote. 

We have officially com¬ 
pleted over one-third of the 
2012 Regular Session, and 
only have 34 days to enact leg¬ 
islation before the session ends 
in mid-April. I expect work 
on the budget, specifically, as 
well as work on other top is¬ 
sues to heat up as the session 
reaches its midpoint in just a 
few legislative days.

Well, winter decided to 
pay us a little visit after all. 
I don’t know about you, but 
I hope it’s a short stay and 
we don’t have one of those 
“Happy Easter Blizzards”. 

The cold snap did get me 
back in the woods to cut a little 
more fire wood this weekend 
and when I settled back in 
with a nice cup of tea, I was 
perusing the Lexington Herald 
Leader and stumbled across 
an article about the percent¬ 
age of students in the school 
system on free and reduced 
lunches and the numbers re¬ 
inforced something most of 
us already know, times are not 
only cold but they are hard. 

The Federal Government 
has come up with this magic 
number to quantify what it 
means to be in poverty. The 
number is $22,350 in an¬ 
nual income for a family of 
four. To me, that seems like 
a very low number, but I 
learned that to qualify for free 
school meals, you can make 
as much as $29,055 (130% 
of the poverty level) and still 
qualify for free school meals 
and you can make as much 
as $41, 347 (185% of the 
poverty level) and still qual¬ 
ify for reduced price lunches. 

The number of children on 
the free/reduced price program 
in the Lee County School 
District is: at Beattyville El¬ 
ementary 239 of 318 students 
(76%), at South Side 185 or 
221 students (85%), at Lee 
County Middle School 201 of 
257 students (78%), and Lee 
County High School 255 of 
344 students (74%). When I 
read these numbers I see them 
as a two edged sword. On one 
edge, the fact so many qualify 
means there is great poverty 
in the area, while on the other 
edge, I see many are using a 
system to ensure their children 
are adequately fed. Healthy 
kids are the future and to be 
and stay healthy and alert, 


good food is fundamental. 

Now, the question becomes, 
how do we create more op¬ 
portunity in the community 
so a lower percentage of kids 
are required to be on this 
program? If you’re like me, 
you believe you have an idea 
which will create income and 
prosperity for your family or 
you hope and pray someone 
else brings a business into the 
community which will provide 
jobs you are qualified to do. 
On one hand, you are taking a 
huge personal, financial, emo¬ 
tional, and ego risk to create 
something from nothing. On 
the other, you are waiting for 
someone else to fix the prob¬ 
lem by creating a job for you. 
In either case, it can get awful 
frustrating and lonely wait¬ 
ing for that ship to come in. 

In any athletic workout 
program there is a mantra that 
we should work out with oth¬ 
ers; specifically, others of like 
minds with common desires. 
They go as far as creating 
virtual communities where 
folks can help and encourage 
each other. And one has only 
to come to PEP after school to 
see how many kids and adults 
are involved in virtual commu¬ 
nities which range from war 
fighting to farming. Despite 
our need to be individuals we 
strive to be part of a group, 
even if it’s just make believe. 

What would happen if we 
took that energy and focus and 
turned it toward improving our 
own community? What if we 
took time to participate in local 
governmental and civic meet¬ 
ings? What if the local politi¬ 
cians had hundreds of points of 
view to consider instead of just 
a few? What could our com¬ 
munity accomplish to improve 
the quality of life if everyone 
helped create a plan for the 
future and was engaged? Go 
to chuckl 02001 @aol.com to 
comment.

Tips for doing well 
on the ACT 


On March 6, juniors at¬ 
tending Kentucky public high 
schools will take the ACT, 
a national college entrance 
exam. 

To do their best on the ACT, 
students should follow these 
tips from the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Author¬ 
ity (KHEAA), which adminis¬ 
ters the KEES program: 

•Study, take notes and do 
your homework in your regu¬ 
lar high school classes. Retain 
the information you learn 
rather than “dumping” it after 
the next test. 

•Take practice tests. ACT 
offers sample tests at www. 
actstudent.org, and practice 
tests are included in the ACT 
booklet that school counselors 
receive each year. 

•Take advantage of ACT 
prep classes. Many high 
schools and colleges offer 
such classes for free or for a 
small fee. 

Answer the questions you 
are most comfortable with 


first, then go back to tackle the 
others. Do not spend too much 
time on any one question. 

• Remember that your first 
gut feeling is more often right 
than wrong. 

• If you can eliminate one 
answer, you have a 1 -in-3 
chance of guessing the right 
answer. If you can eliminate 
two, you have a 50-50 chance. 
If you have no clue of the 
answer to a question, fill in 
any circle. The ACT does not 
count off for wrong answers, 
so guessing will not hurt your 
score. 

• Make sure you get a good 
night’s rest the night before 
and leave home early enough 
to get to the test site on time. 
Do not forget to bring some 
form of identification.
